NEW SIGN LAW! 


Will Be Put in Efftct By the Borough 


Soon. 


The Ordinance Committee of Town 


Council met last evening and drafted a 
ne-w eloctric sign, ordinance which 
will be put up to Town Council tor 
passage." The meeting was called by 
Chairman W. P. Clark. 


In the draft that has been prepared 


signs will nol be required to have a* 
least 24 lights in the future. There is 
no restriction in regard to the num- 
ber. AH signs must be of meta1, how- 
ever, and have the light sexDosed. 
Cut-out letters and transparencies of 
glass or othor material "are tabooed. 


For veri ical signs the width must 


not exceed 36 inches, anl horizontal 
signs must, not be over 72 inchos hifih. 
No sign must extend beyond the curb 
line but they may be swung 10 feet 
above the sidewalk instead of 12. 


Before erecting an electric sign a 


permit fronf the Chairman of the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee must be secured. 
For special signs, to be used tempor- 
arily, the Public Safety Coramittee is 
required to act and shall be.the sole 
judge of th? requirements of such 
special signd.
